out on the platform, while hundreds 
of railroad men from the yards clam ­ 
bered on top of the train to take part 
in the demonstration. 
The univt r.nty student s, massed out­

building, sang “ The 
Star 
Spangled Banner" as the ex-president 
was 
whisked 
away 
to 
his 
hotel, 
through solid walls of people who had 
waited patiently in the rain to see the 
distinguished Am erican pass. 
Iii ins brief speech to the crowds 
around tile hotel he reiterated what 
he had said throughout the day in re­ 
ply to the words of welcome that had 
greeted him at various poin*s. 
He 
recognized, he said, the courage, de­ 
votion and chivalry of the Hungarians 
and he especially pleased them when 
he declared that one who had lived 
as he had among the cattlemen of the 
great W est could best appreciate the 
extraordinary 
character of 
the de­ 
scendants of horsemen who had fol­ 
lowed Arpad, the magic national hero, 
into the plains of Central Europe. 
After ail was over Colonel Boose 
celt said that Ins reception reminded 
him of demonstrations lie had w it­ 
nessed at tile height of a hot political 
campaign at home.

About the time of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
arrival at Khartum word was received 
from the United States to the effect 
that anarchistic emissaries had left 
that country presumably for the pur­ 
pose of doing harm to Hie noted trav­ 
eler and the secret police were re­ 
quested to take every possible precau­ 
tion. 
More than this, some of the 
best men in the United States secret 
service have been quietly watching 
Mr. Roosevelt since 
his arrival 
at 
Cairo and will watch over him until 
his arrival in New York.

nent peace of the world and an inter­ 
national agreement for the limitation 
of armament. 
Mr. Roosevelt, it is un­ 
derstood, has very decided opinions 
on this great question and expressed 
them with cogency and enthusiasm. 
He also brought up this matter in ilia 
audience with the king of Italy and 
proposes doing the same thing when 
he 
meets 
President 
Failu re s 
of 
France, King Edward of England and 
K aiser W ilhelm of Germany. 
Mr. Roosevelt is said to have made 
a great impression on the aged em­ 
peror and Fount Aehrenthal by the 
plans for bringing about of a great 
international peace agreement which 
he outlined. 
To friends here, the famous Am eri­ 
can is reported to have said in con­ 
versation tlint if he should succeed in 
bringing about an agreement between 
the great nations of the world which 
would leak** war practically impossi­ 
ble, he would regard it as the crown 
ing achievement of his life.
